Estimate Calls for an Expenditure of 
$306,000 on Sewers and Water 
Mains 


At the city council meeting last night 
the most important piece of business 
to be transacted this year was put 
through in the last fifteen minutes of 


— a al 
the meeting, after the time had been 
extended for the second time. It was 
the adoption of the plan for sewer con~ 
struction and water mains that had 
been laid on the table by Mr. Har- 
greaves some three weeks ago and was 
then laid over. : 

The proposition, as adopted by the 
city council last night, is the same as 
that advanced a month ago and explain- 
ed fully at that time in the Bulletin. 
It calls for a main line concrete trunk 
sewer from a septic tank to be built 
on Rat Creek at a point close to where 
the Canadian Northern crcs3es the 
creek, following the creek up to Ed- 
miston street, where it takes Edmiston 
street to First Street, hence along 
First street southward to Churchill av- 
enue, thence westward along Churchill 
avenue to Ninth street, thence south 
to Mackenzie. : 

From the septic tank to Fire$ 
street the trunk sewer is to be 10 feet 
in diameter. On First and BRighth it is 
to be eight and on Ninth it is @ be 5 
feet 9 inches. Tributary to these the 
plan calls for sewers along Mackenzie 
and Jasper east and west and connect, 
ing sewers north and south along Fif- 
teenth, Highth, Seventh, Sixth, Fifth, 
Fourth, Third and Second. 

In the east end Clara and Kinistino 
are included in the plan. 

Water mains are to be co-incident 
with the sewers wherever laid. 

The total cast of the plan submitted 
by Mr. Hargreaves is $306.000, of which 
2$25.000, is the cost of the trunk sewer 
and $81,000 the cost of the tributary 
sowers. 

As there are already many petitions 
in the hands of the commissioners for 
local improvements in other parts of 


the town, the commissioners were in- 
structed that this other work should 
be undertaken wherever petitions com- 
plying with the local improvement or- 
dinance shall be presented, always pro- 
viding that there are no intermediate 
gaps which made it inconsistent to make 
the connections asked for without first 
advertising the intervening sections 
which would consequently have tp be 
served.

16. 

This disturbance will inaugurate a 
great rise in temperature and cause sev- 
eral days of the warmest weather of 
the month.

crease, particularly in the Ohio valley 
and the cotton belt, where rainfall! will 
be about and above normal for April.

Bluestone and Formalin. 


Bulletin No. 115fromthe Inland Re- 
venue Department contains a report of 
an analysis of bluestone and formalin 
which should be of interest to western 


farmers. The report says: 
Ottawa, March 6., 1906. 
W. J. Gerald, Esq., 


Deputy Minister of Inland Revenue. 
Sir,_I beg to submit the following 
report on the inspection of samples of 
bluestone and formalin, the collections 
of which was authorized in your let- 
ter of January 5th and February 23rd 
last. 

In cscnenidmamai with the Depart- 
ment concerning bluestone the neces- 
sity of this inspection was urged by 
the Manitoba Grain Grovers Associa- 
tion on the ground that a very ‘arge 
proportion of ihe wheat crop of i88o 
had been camaged by smut in dis.ricts 
where grea: crre had been taxen to 
properly treat the seed with solution 
of sulphate cf copper previous to sow- 
ing. This request was forwarded 
through the Department of Agriculture, 
and similar representations from pri- 
vate parties were received through the 
Deputy Minister of Trade and Com- 
merce. A later communication dated 
February 138, was received by the 
branch from Mr. C. A. Clark, Seed 
Commissioner of the Dominion Depart- 
| ment of Agriculture, in which the ne- 
| cessity was explained for having the 
results of the inspection published 
among the farmers of the North West 
at the earliest possible date and men- 
tioning formalin an another germicide 
| requiring the attention of the Depart- 
| ment. 

Accompanying this report you will 
find, in table I, all the information we 
possess regarding the origin of 2 
| samples of bluestone, obtained for the 
mozt part in the North West. The 
collection was ordered for a much larg- 
er number in the province of Manitoba, 
but the inspector was unable to obtain 
more, without duplicating brands of the 
|same origin. The table also contains 
the result of testing these samples, 
| which work was performed by Mr. A. 
Valin. Pure bluestone consists simply 
of one molecule of cupric sulphate and 
| five of water of crystallization. Its 
percentage achat is as foliows: 
|; Cupric Oxide...... --+.----31.86 per cent 
Sulphuric Anhydride. Moses) ga 82.06 per cent 
Water of Crystallization...26.08 per cent

It ought therefore to contain at least 
| 30 per cent of cupric oxide, and be free 
from iron oxide and alumina. It is 
|defind in the British Pharmacopea, 
| which exacts that it should yield ‘no 
,_ | characteristic reaction with the test 
| for lead, arsenium, zink or aluminum, 
} and not move than the slightest reaction 
| with the test for iron.’ From the table 
| it will be seen that some of the sam- 
| ples contain as much as 34.37 per cent 
of cupric oxide, which high percentage 
is probably owing to some of the water 
| of crystallization. Six out of the 23 
samples contain less than 30 per cent 
of cupric oxide ani the lowest shows 
28.62. In only one case does the juan- 
tity of alumina and ferric oxide 1.0 
per cent and this I have marked as 
‘adulterated.’ The result of the in- 
spection is therefore in percentage as 
follows:—

Under the circumstances, the opinion 
which seems now to exist in the North 
West to the effect that the prevalence

Table II., also attached to this re- 
port gives the result of inspecting for- 
malin. This article is not mentioned 
|in the British Pharmacopoeia, bit in 
| Mercks Index it is defined as a 40 per 
cent solution of Formaldehyde. Accord- 
|} ing to Leach the common preservatives 
} on th> mark t:}nown a3 ‘Preser valine,’ 

‘Freezine,’ ‘Iceline,’ &c., are produced 
from diluting the 49 per cent solution 
know. as fo-malin, wh'ch has there’ore 
recognized strength. The ten sam- 
| ples described in the table, although 
bought from different vendors, repre- 
cent for the most part, the article man- 
ufactured by the Perth Amboy Chem- 
ical Co., of Perth Amboy ,New Jersey. 
These vary according to the assays 
| Of Mr. A. Valin, in the quantities they 
|contain of formaldehyde, from 37 to 
| 39.4 per cent, and in the absence of any 
standard ‘limits of variability’ cannot 
|; very well be, tharacterized otherwise 
than a ‘genuine.’ One cample has been 
| found to contain only 25.6 per cent and 
is considered to be adulterated ,
